Four members of the Honse of

these deaths, therefore, were due to 
inflammatory processes dependent 
upon different causes, and cannot be 
grouped together an the basis of a 
charge'on the condition of the hotels, 
like the famousTfatioual Hotel cases 
in Buchanan's time. An insalubrious 
place of residents predisposes nn 
donbtedly ID -the occurrence of in- 
flammatory diseases, and to their 
fatality when they occur, and in that 
respect the city on the Potomac is 
bad enough. 
Perhaps the one ele- 


ment in common in all these oases 
was the incapacity of the victims to 
resist the strike of ordinary disease. 
Bad hours, bad diet, bad habits gen- 
erally,-»nd exaggerated activities are 
the common causes that in Washing 
tou undermine men's strength and 
prepare them to become the easy vie 
tims of any malady.

THK PllTE WAR. 


A Scrap of Hl.tory-Drkth of Major 


Urm.by ami Defeat at lha While*— 
FisuU Defeat of the Red bkin*. 


Now that there is considerable talk 


of a genera] Indian outbreak in the 
Spring, it may be a matter of interest 
to read of the first <var bad with the 
Indian* in Nevada. It was in 1860, 
when Virginia City was in all the ex- 
citement over the recently discovered 
Comstock. People were flocking in 
by the thousands and were settling 
up the country very rapidly, when 
on May 8, 1860, the appalling news 
came that the Pintes bad burned 
Williams Station, 32 miles below 
Dayton (then called Chinatown) »nd 
tiaJ killed all the whites to be found. 
The rumor became circulated that 
the Indiana were planing a raid upon 
Virginia City itself. Full of conster- 
nation, 
meetings 
were hurriedly 


called in the several towns and vol- 
unteers to the number ot 105, tinder 
command of Mnjor Ormsby (Orinsby 
county was named after him) and 
with such weapons as they could 
set'ure, started out to meet the for. 
The majority of the volunteers ex- 
pected tue Indians would run at fir-t 
fire, or at best it would only amonLt 
to a skirmish and so were eager for 
the flay 
Reaching Williams Sta- 


tion, they found nothing but the 
ruina—the Indians having fallen back 
to their headquarters on Pyramid 
Lake 
They immediately started for 


the lake. On the morning of May 
12th thf>y were on the Truckee river, 
three miles from the lake, nhen the.) 
discovered a large body of Indians 
occupying a strong position on a 
rocky hill. The whites began to fire 
upon them. After returning a few 
shots the Indians began to retreat, 
keeping up a straggling firing. Tbe 
whites rushed pell mell after them, 
intent U(.on giving them a severe 
punishment 
The fleeing Indians 


led them into a narrow ravine, and 
when the forces were fairly in it, they 
found that they had been drawn into 
ambnsh and that the whole country 
was alive with Indians, who began to 
pour a deadly fire in upon the troops 
S'aggcred at this sadden charge the 
the soldieis tried to escape. 
Finding 


t impossible they dismonn'ed and 
charged the enemy. Unable to drive 
them off this way, they again mount- 
ed and charged, every man for him- 
self. 
Those who had lost their 


horses fell an easy prey, while the 
others beat a disorderly retreat. Tbe 
savages pursued them twenty miles, 
gathering up all the plunder thrown 
away and killing all who fell in their 
hands. Of the 105 in tlie engage 
ment 76 were killed and several 
wonnded. Among the killed was the 
brave commander, Major Ormtthy. 


When the news of the disastrous 


defeat reached Virginia the excite 
ment nns intense. All expected the 
victorious redskins to march upon 
the city immediately. All who could 
left the city. Women and children 
»ere hurried off to California aud a 
ctll made for volunteers to whip th 
Indians. On the 24th of May the 
second army Mt Virginia City. It 
consisted of 207 regulars and 549 vol. 
onteers, all well armed and equipped 
and under command, we beiiave, of 
Captain E F. Storey (Storey county 
was named in his honor ) They had 
with them two 12 pound howitzers 
At noon June 21 they found the ene 
my in force on the old battleground, 
and immediately opened fire upon 
them. The battle was short but de- 
cisive, and the Indians were severely 
punished. They lost 160 in killed 
and had a great many wounded, 
while the whites lost ohly a few- 
two killed and lour wounded. Capt. 
Storey was shot through the lungs 
and died that evening jn camp. They 
secured the horribly mutilated b >dies 
of the whites slain in the first en- 
gagement. Thoroughly whipped the 
Indians sued for peace. 
Since that 


time the tribe has been on friendly 
terms with the whites. Winnemncca, 
the chief, waited upon the 'whites in 
company with his braves, and threw 
the blame of the late war upon the 
Bannocks, Sboshones and Pitt River 
Indians. The real origin of the war 
was: The yonnjz men &i Williams 
Station captured two yonng squaws 
»nd kept them in an old shed, refus- 
ing to liberate them. Their him 
bands, 
burning with indignation, 


rut-bed off and aroused the Bannocks, 
who killed the offenders and burned 
the station. The Pintes were aware 
of the difficulty and armed them 
selves to resist any attack. 


Quiet having been restored the 


people came back to the towns and 
in a short time all was going on as 
befure the outbreak. 


An Old titizei Dead. 


Yesterday morning about 7 o'clock 


John Lai-combe, died at bis store in 
Reno. He had been ailing for tome 
time.but the night before appeared 
to be much better, and when bis son 
in-law, J. E. Everett,left him, he ex- 
pressed himself as confident of being 
all right'th'e next day, 
When Jack 


went to open the store yesterday 
morning he found Uncle John on- 
conscious and dying. Jack hurried 
across the street for Dr. Bergman, 
who immediately went to the scene 
only to find him dead. John Laroombe 
was one of the first settlers in this 
neighborhood. 
He bad a store in 


Glendale as early as 1863. 
When the 


Meadow Lake excitement broke out 
be started a branch store there, but 
when the camp went do« n he moved 
away. As goon ua the town site of 
Reno was located in 1868 he moved 
bis store from Glendale to the corner 
of Sierra and Second street, believ 
ing at the time that it would be the 
principal street of the new town of 
"Argenta" as it was then called. He 
remained in the same place up to the 
time of his death. 
He leave* two 


children, one of whom, Nellie, is 
married. His funeral will take plaoa 
at 2 o'clock to-morrow afternoon on 
der the auspices of the Odd Fellows 


Clinton N. 6. K. ItT 


Up at Boca there is a private enter 


prise which is seldom spoken of, and 
yet which is of considerable magui 
tude. We refer to the Clinton Nar- 
row Gague railroad. It is used for 


gging purposes, and is fonr miles 


in length, tapping the heavy belt of 
limber near Luke Tnhoe. At the 
terminus of the road there is a shoot 
1700 feet long, into which the logs 
are dumped. Down this shoot they 
fly with lightning speed and make 
a roaring noise. Striking the river 
at the foot tlie logs send the spray 
very high. Once in the water it is 
an easy matter to take the logs to the 
mills. The workmen are taking ad- 
vantage of the hardness of the ground 
and are bringing from 60,000 to 70,- 
000 logs daily to the head of the road 
to be taken down in the Spring. 
The road has one locomotive of seven 
tons weight, and six flat cars. The 
cars will carry from three to nine 
logs at a load, and can convoy 100, 
ODO logs daily to the head of the 
shoot. There is talk of pushing the 
road through to Lake Tshoe, in 
which event they will have much 
more timber at hand. It is an im- 
portant enterprise. 


White Fisii. 


In the Sacramento "Record we find 


tbi-< item of lor.-al interest: 


'There arrived in Sacramento about 


two weeks ago from Northville Mich- 
igan, 600,000 white fish eggs, for 
warded by the Government t'o Cal 
ifornia. They are caied for carefully, 
and hatched out at S^n Leandro, 
On Saturday, the 12th, 150,000 were 
taken to the mountains, with the in- 
tention of being planted in Lake 
Taboe, but a snow storm occurred, 
and those in charge of the fish, find 
ing that they could not get through 
to the lake, planted them in Donuer 
Lake 
L»st Saturday 21)0,000 were 


planted in Tahoe, and 150,000 more 
left Reno for Eigle Lake and other 
waters in its vicinity. The remain- 
ing 100,000 are to he placed in lakes 
lu Monterey and Tulare counties."

ANOTHERVVOXDBH IN INVENTIONS. 


It is well known that the move- 


ments of railroads trains are now di- 
rected by telegraph, and that, if it 
were not for the adjunct of the tele 
graph wires, it would be impossible 
to carry on freighting by trains, or 
rapid transit of pus.sengnrs. With all 
the precautions, however, of requir- 
ing each conductor to report at cer- 
tain stations for orders, there are 
sometimes accidentsoocuring through 
inability to reach a moving train in 
time, us in the case of a runaway 
locomotive passing a station at light- 
ning speed on a track where an in- 
coming train is moving along confi 
dently, 
with the 
"right of-way" 


order received from the previous 
station; in such a case, with the 
present appliances, it 19 impossible 
to prevent a collision; but with the 
invention claimed by the new dis- 
coverer, and on the application of 
well-known natural laws, a message 
can be conveyed to the conductor of 
the imperilled train, away from a 
telegraph station, and in such unmis 
takable terms that he will instantly 
seek safely with his precious cargo, 
by returning to the nearest side-track. 
The Alta says it is claimed that the 
tests have been made to the satiafao 
tiou of scientific men, but, for obvi- 
ous reasons, the manner of perform- 
ing this extraordinary feat is kept 
secret nntil the proper security is 
obtained, by letters patent, that the 
inventor will derive tbe advantages 
of his discovery.
